Roosevelt Appointed Top Republicans 


Knox, Stimson to Cabinet—Eisenhower’s 
Action Can Blunt Democrats’ Attack.

President Eisenhower's appoint- 
ment of Senator Walter F. 
George as his special represen- 
tative to NATO will mark the 
Administration's first selection 
of a big-name Democrat to a 
policy-making role and is ex- 
pected to have potent repercus- 


sions in both the foreign and 
domestic fields. 
Around Washington today 


the move was being likened to 
President Roosevelt's spectac- 
ular announcement shortly be- 
fore the Republican national 
convention of 1940 that two 
prominent Republicans were be- 
ing appointed to his Cabinet. 
Henry L. Stimson became Sec- 
retary of the Army on July 10, 
1940, and the following day Col. 
Frank Knox was sworn in as 
Secretary of the Navy. 

What Appointment May Mean. 


It was conceded by some 
Democrats and happily asserted 
by Republicans that the George 
appointment would 

1. Pull the rug from under 
Democratic charges that bi- 
partisanship in foreign pol- 
icy under Mr. Eisenhower has 
been “in name only.” Adlai 
Stevenson has frequently as- 
serted that the President has 
not allowed Democrats to 
help formulate foreign pol- 
icv, but merely confined them 
to ratifying foreign policy 
once it was made. Stevenson 
has often cited the important 
assigned by. President 
Truman to such prominent 
Republicans as Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, who 
negotiated the Japanese 
peace treaty under the Demo- 
crats: Secretary of Defense 
Robert Lovett: German High 
Commissioner John J. Me- 
Cloyv, etc and complained 
that Mr Eisenhower has 
done nothing comparable. In 
White House circles it was 
said todav that Senator 
George's future role would 
be of even. greater impor- 
tance than the roving diplo- 
matic job done by Dulles for 
the Democrats. 

2. Pave the way for in- 
creased congressional support 
for the Administration’s vital 
$4.900,000,.000 foreign aid pro- 
gram Although George has 
in the past been one of the 
President's stanchest foreign

of politics, it is believed that

New U. S. Policy Stressed. 

The President's letter under- 
lined the new United States 
emphasis on the need to save 
NATO from atrophy by broad- 
ening it from a purely military 
to a political and economic 
organization and the George 
appointment would be con- 
sidered an attempt to demon- 
strate anew the importance the 
United States attaches to this 
project. 

George, who made the Pres!- 
dent’s letter public yesterday, 
indicated he would accept ap- 
pointment after he completes 
his present Senate term. He an- 
nounced he was withdrawing his 
candidacy for re-election. 

State Department press of- 
ficer Lincoln White said one 
of George's first assignments 
from the President would be to 
consult with the “three wise 
men” of NATO who are looking 
into recommended steps for 
NATO's expansion. They are 
Lester B. Pearson, secretary for 
external affairs of Canada, For- 
eign Minister Gaetano Martino 
of Italy, and Foreign Minister 
Halvard Lange of Norway.

Charlemagne “United Europe” 
award from this ancient coro-

Less than a mile away some 
600 refugees from former Ger- 
man territories annexed by the 
Communists held a quiet 20- 
minute meeting protesting 
against the award to Churchill. 
hey accused him of partial re- 
sponsibility for the territorial 
loss because of his role at war- 
time Big Three conferences 
which arranged the division of 
Germany. 

Inside the 1000-vyear-old hall 
where Charlemagne was 
crowned Holy Roman Emperor, 
a crowd of 700 listened inte: 

lv as Sir Winston advised that. 
“in a time of unity in Europe, 
tussia must play her part.” 

Soviet Divided From Allies. 

Since World War II,

“Now we have a new Russia 
to deal with,” he continued.

The Charlemagne prize was 
voted to Churchill in 1954 for 
his postwar efforts for Euro- 
pean understanding and world 
peace.

Tom Is No Menace

could move like black lightning. His 
stalking was a thing of beauty, his 
patience endless. He was a dedicated 
cat. Yet somehow before he quite 
reached his take-off, the birds were 


one. 

I shifted my attention from cats 
to birds, and eventually found the 
answer. Up under the eaves of a 
tall house a sparrow sentry was al- 
ways posted. The house opposite 
had another observation post. The 
sentinels were frequently relieved. 
Their keen eves watched the hunter. 
They would let him spend hours in 
making his belly-flat approach, using 
every bit of cover the lawn afforded. 

They let him creep with infinite 
care, almost into position for a 
spring, then—one sharp “twerp” and 
every bird on the lawn took off 
as one. A few minutes later, they 
would all be back—with fresh sen- 
tries posted on the roofs. And the 
black tom cat would start over. He 
never gave up. But he simply could 
not cope with the birds’ organized 
espionage and alarm system. 

Cats do get a bird, now and then 


— fledglings tumbled from their 
nests too soon, birds stunned by 
collisions, or crippled by missile 


weapons. All the cats in the state 
are less of a threat to a healthy bird 
than’ one juvenile hooligan with an 
air-rifle or slingshot. 


I know. I was once one of the 
hooligans. I was—until one day 
something inside me seemed to say: 


“You fathead, what chance have 
thes@ little fellows got to hit back 
at you? What a brave hunter you 
are'”, and all the sport was gone, 
forever. 

But a cat’s bird-hunting is a sport- 
ing thing, with all the odds against 
the hunter. Let all those who have 
never tasted southern fried chicken 
or roast duck cast the first stone 
at Tom and Tabby.

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The Pitiful Fact 


Former Senator Harry P. Cain has had a lot 
to say about the blundering, damaging character 
of the Eisenhower Administration's internal se- 
curity program. But nothing the State of Wash- 
ington Republican has said in the last year and 
a half goes as far as his address before the Jew- 
ish Labor Committee at the National Trade 
Union Conference on Civil Rights in New York. 

Mr. Cain undoubtedly gave much thought to 
what he said and so we quote his words in sub- 
stantial text rather than select phrases from 
them. Speaking as an Eisenhower appointee to 
the Subversive Activities Control Board, he said: 

In three years of effort, we have found 
no spies or traitors, saboteurs or Commu- 
nists in positions of trust 

But the pitiful fact is that hundreds and 
hundreds of faithful public servants have 
been suspended 

There is no provision that the hearing 

board and the agency head must reach a 

decision within a stated period of time. They 

can take whatever time they want, and 
many of them take a painful and inexcuSa- 
ble amount of it 

This is the twentieth-century American 
tragedy. When people are charged, heard 
and then restored after months of anguished 
waiting, they get their jobs back but their 
usefulness as citizens is largely over 

They are not likely ever again to have an 
original thought, and if they do, you may be 
certain they will not dare to express it. 

This would be condemnation enough of the 
security program, but former Senator Cain went 
on to say something even more condemnatory. 
Actually the system, so he said, may even create 
security risks in that a government employe, un- 
justly fired and unable to find other work might 
eventually become a prey to enemy agents. 

How can this situation continue after Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has issued internal security di- 
rectives which, so the President said, were de- 
signed to protect those unjustly accused? 

Mr. Cain’s answer is simplicity itself. Out of 
his extensive experience with this problem, Mr 
Cain says that the President's directives “have 
often been ignored without his knowledge.” 

This criticism of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion was so sharp and so direct that the Presi- 
dent was asked about it at his press conference. 
His generalized comments lacked a lot of coming 
to grips with the issue. The President said ‘that 
he had not read the Cain speech, that he knew 
about the suspended Sidney Hatkin (to which 
Mr. Cain had alluded) and that the case was in 
the hands of Air Force Secretary Quarles in 

whom he has “utmost confidence.” 

Continuing in this unspecific vein, President 
Eisenhower went ‘on to say that the security 
program came under Attorney General Brownell 
to whom “White House doors were always open.” 
As for his knowledge of the program, he said 
“they” brought him reports “of what was going 
on in terms of numbers rather than names.” 

In short, the numbers racket is still being 
worked on the President by his top advisers. 
Fither Harry P. Cain is right or he is not. 
Either it is true or not true that not a single 
spy, traitor, saboteur or Communist has been 
found in a place of trust in three years. 

Can it be possible that there is no way for 
the President to learn the facts so he can func- 
tion as the responsible head of the Government 
in this vital matter? Can it be that his time 
for his duties is so limited he cannot meet at 
least briefly with one of his appointees and hear 
first hand the information he so obviously lacks? 

Granted that President Eisenhower is over- 
whelmed with responsibilities, surely he can 
find time to give attention to the welfare, fair 
treatment and morale of Government employes.

The plain fact is 
that the professional politicians are not so 
powerful. When the people become aroused 
they alwavs assert their supremacy over the ward 
heelers. They did so Tuesday. They will do so 
a year from now if the freeholders offer a first- 
class Charter, as we are confident they will do.

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Opportunity in Kirkwood 

\ large measure of good can come from the 
recent politically-inspired tempest in the Kirk- 
wood Police Department. It can if Kirkwood 
citizens are thereby stimulated to take a close 
look at the overall structure of their local gov- 
ernment, not merely its police arm. 

Legally Kirkwood is a third-class city with a 
commission form of government. Its Mayor and 
each of the three Councilmen are elected offi- 
cials who on a part-time basis head up separate 
departments, including the police. But Kirkwood 
is no longer a sleepy suburban town. It is a 
community of almost 30,000 persons. Should a 
city that size be run on a part-time basis under 
rules designed for a country eross-roads? 

Kirkwood has the power to elect freeholders 
to frame a “home rule” charter which would put 
the day-to-day operation of government in the 
professional hands of a full-time city manager. 
University City, Webster Groves and Ferguson 
already enjoy this kind of efficient arrangement, 
and Clayton and Berkeley seem to be headed 
in the same direction. 

Why not Kirkwood? The Mayor and the Coun- 

_ cil by ordinance can put the matter up to the 
voters at the November election. If a majority of

the voters decide the formation of a charter 
commission is in order, the next step is to elect 
it. If the Mayor and the Council decline to act, 
then the question can be submitted on a petition 
signed by 10 per cent of the city’s qualified elec- 
tors. It is an opportunity worth considering. 
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Those Primary ‘Sweeps’ 

The pervasive influence of the public opinion 
poll has reached a new and amazing peak. De- 
spite a long series of errors in forecasting elec- 
tions, the polls continue to preoccupy public 
attention between elections. And now their 
techniques are even beginning to affect the 
way in which primaries and elections them- 
selves are reported. 

This is the conclusion to be drawn from the 
growing tendency to interpret primary election 
returns as if they were general election returns 
Just as the opinion polls “match” a potential 
candidate in one party with a potential candi- 
date in another, and then run a “trial heat” 
between them, so the primary election results 
nowadays are presented as a race between 
President Eisenhower and whoever is running 
on the Democratic ticket. President Eisen- 
hower always wins. 

The President’s persona] popularity is well 
established by now and it is quite fitting that 
he should receive the largest vote cast on pri- 
mary day in such a state as Indiana, the latest 
to report an Eisenhower “sweep.”’ But you can- 
not have a victory unless you have a contest, 
and there was no contest in Indiana. There 
were two separate primaries which happened to 
be held on the same day. 

In the Republican primary Mr. Eisenhower 
got 316,000 votes and in the Democratic primary 
Senator Kefauver got 195,000 votes. But it is 
as far from the mark to “match” the one against 
the other as it would be to declare the winning 
candidate for Governor of New York a “victor” 
over the winner for Governor in lowa 

Primary election results may be significant in 
determining relative strength of candidates 
within one party.. The total vote in each party 
may be significant by comparison with the num- 
ber of voters turned out in previous years. The 
results may, in some cases, indicate a possible 
shift of voters from one party to another. But 
they are not a “preview” of the general election, 
and should not be treated as such 

Despite the public opinion polls, there is only 
one way to determine the outcome of a general 
election and that is to hold the election

Poor Maintenance: 28 Deaths 

Good maintenance of aircraft is sometimes 
termed the heartbeat of commercial aviation. 
Its importance is stressed by a Civil Aeronautics 
Board report on the crash of a nonscheduled 
airliner last Nov. 17 at Seattle in which 28 per- 
sons were killed on a takeoff. The CAB charges 
the Seattle Aircraft Repair,.Inc., which had 
worked on, the plane before its takeoff, with 
“poor maintenance procedure, omissions during 
maintenance and lack of proper inspection.” 

The supporting allegations indicate the com- 
pany was seriously at fault indeed. Undoubt- 
edly this report will be noted by scheduled and 
nonscheduled air lines with renewed emphasis, 
it is to be hoped, being placed on mechanical 
maintenance. The air travel safety record on 
American lines is excellent and it can only be 
kept that way by the most constant diligence.

Senator George’s Decision 

Senator George’s decision not to run again, 
but instead to accept appointment as President 
Eisenhower's personal representative and special 
ambassador in the development of NATO, is a 
surprising but understandable turn. The senior 
Senator from Georgia had served 34 years, he 
is 78, and his physician has counseled against 
the rigors of another race. The NATO appoint- 
ment offers a challenging opportunity in his 
chosen field of foreign affairs. 

Nevertheless it is regrettable that the Senate 
is to lose a member who has stood so stoutly 
for American responsibility in the world and 
who has contributed so much toward lifting the 
consideration of foreign affairs above narrow 
partisanship. There is far from an excess of 
leadership in the Senate of the kind afforded 
by Senator George and the late Senators Van- 
denberg of Michigan and Connally of Texas. 

It is doubly regrettable that, in so far as can 
be foreseen, Senator George's seat in the Sen- 
ate of the United States apparently will be taken 
by former Gov. Herman Talmadge. Mr. Tal- 
madge stands for a withdrawal from the inter- 
national realities. He is a race-monger. He is 
the kind of Southern politician who has appalled 
most of the rest of the country for generations. 

It is also true that Mr. Talmadge is less be- 
nighted than he pretends to be. He possesses a 
keen intelligence, but plays the role of a Georgia 
redneck, presumably because he has his own 
set notions of the kind of representative the 
rural voters, who are his mainstays, want. 

The responsibilities of senatorship have some- 
times brought out the better side of a new mem- 
ber from whom little had been hoped. Some- 
times they have not. It would be the nation’s 
as well as Georgia's gain if Herman Talmadge

The bright future of the South in in- 
dustry is being dimmed by racial ten- 
sions. National industrialists, once eager 
to move South, are taking a second 
look at the Southern picture before in- 
vesting capital in plant locations where 
racists are spreading their poisons. 

This threat to Southern industrial de- 
velopment is two-fold. Industrialists 
are fearful of the turmoil and violence 
that might result from racial bigotry. 
They look with a skeptical eye at areas 
where the economic boycott is be- 
ing used against merchants and com- 
panies accused of having partisan inter- 
ests in the segregation question. 

Although it is being denied in some 
quarters, it is nevertheless true that 
national leaders are studying the long 
range effect the race question might 
have on industry. National writers are 
beginning to publish the facts that these 
leaders are uneasy over the situation. 
Southern boycotts against individuals 
and companies are beginning to receive 
full coverage by the press. 

The economic boycott by white citi- 
zens first came into prominence in Mis- 
sissippi and is now being practiced in 
Alabama and South Carolina. It has 
been used against Negroes who petition 
for their rights and against businesses 
which have been accused of aiding 
the process of integration. 

More recently, the pro-segregation 
elements have discovered, to their dis- 
may, that the economic weapon is a 
two-way street. Negroes have been us- 
ing their tremendously increased pur- 
chasing power in retaliation for injus- 
tices heaped on them. 

Despite denials from some Southern 
sources, many Southern leaders are 
definitely aware of the harm of racial 
violence, tensions, and boycotts. This 
awareness is evident even in Mississippi. 

Late last year, Hugh White, then 
Governor of Mississippi, said in regard 
to racial violence, “Our state’s economy 
has been severely injured. If they can 
say state law has broken down, there's 
no telling what is going to happen.” 

In regard to boycotts, Mississippi 
State Senator William Alexander 
warned, “We have lifted the banners 
of bitterness and prejudice above our 
feeling of common sense and decency 
against some people and companies 
whose records for as long as a half cen- 
tury have been friendly and helpful.” 

After noting that a land of boycott is 
hardly a place to attract a new indus- 
try, he added, “We cannot afford boy- 
cotts. We have the problem with us of 


sustaining and augmenting the tremen- 
dous advances we have achieved in the 
postwar period.” 

Glenn Fowler writes in The New 
York Times that one of the country’s 
largest plant location-consulting firms 
reports a ‘definite diminishing of the 
desire of industry to move South.” 

The Times article quotes Leonard 
Yaseen, senior partner of Fantus Fac- 
tory Locating Service, as saying ‘This 
feeling may be temporary, but it’s there 
And it’s based exclusively on _ hard- 
headed business prospects, not related 
to where the sympathies of manage- 
ment lie on the question of integration.” 

Sylvia Porter, New York financial 
columnist, quotes L. Clinton Hoch, a 
partner in the Fantus firm, who re- 
ported: “At least 20 corporation mov- 
ing projects are being seriously recon- 
sidered in the light of the situation in 
the South. Now it’s a question whether 
the problem is serious enough to slow 
down the South’s industrial growth. 
Maybe it’s only temporary, but if they 
don't find a solution (to the integra- 
tion problem), it'll be more than tem- 
porary.” 

The feeling is shared, at least partly, 
by Boyd Campbell, president of .the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
Mr. Campbell, who is chairman of the 
board of the Mississippi School Supply 
Co., president of the Mississippi State 
School Book Depository, and president 
of the Office Supply Co., in a speech 
to the Southern States Industrial Rela- 
tions Conference, said: 

“We.all know that some Northern 
concerns have moved South or have 
thought about moving South to escape 
tension and in the hopes of conducting 
their businesses in an orderly, fair and 
equitable way. I am inclined to the 
opinion that not very many men will 
exchange a familiar kind of tension— 
no matter how irksome—for an un- 
known kind of tension.” 

Miss Porter again summed up the 
situation when she wrote: 

“In Charlotte, N.C., the most encour- 
aging thing I discovered was the begin- 
ning awareness of the economic force 
involved in this issue—as distinct from 
emotional, social, political, legal forces. 

“It could be that the economic force 
will be the greatest of them all in help- 
ing the South toward a solution and 
thus helping it stay firmly on the road 
toward a brilliant destiny.” 

It could be—and let’s hope it hap- 
pens. 


Senator Symington as Dark Horse

President. Senator Kem had hardly 
been regarded in Washington as one of 
the strongest G.O.P. Senators. 

Senator Symington had a better-than- 
average attendance record in the Sen- 
ate, missing 38 Yea-and-Nay votes in 
1953-55 while the average Senator miss- 
ed 52. On some votes he has reflected 
the prevailing sentiments of the busi- 
ness community, on others he hasn't 
voted as might have been expected of a 
successful manufacturer. 

For instance, he was against turning 
the offshore oil deposits over to the 
states, for increasing unemployment 


compensation, and against ending fed- 


eral regulation over gas and oil prices 
at the source, although he was for sell- 
ing the Government rubber plants. 
At times he has been for, at other 
times against, an increase in public 
housing. All in all, by his voting rec- 
ord he seems to be as fixed in the mid- 


. dle of the road as Mr. Eisenhower.

Fetters for Free Enterprise 
MONOPOLY IN AMERICA by Walter Adams and 
Horace M. Gray. (Macmillan, 221 pgs., $3.50.) 
The authors of this fiery little book 
are social scientists unafraid of making 
“value judgments.” They believe in 
“free enterprise,” but they also insist 
that free enterprise can be threatened 
or destroyed just as much by private 
monopoly as by direct governmental 
intervention. Specifically, they charge 
that private monopoly in the United 
States, fostered by government, has 
gone far to eliminate the competition 


which makes free enterprise worth- 
while, 

Much of the book is devoted to clear, 
disturbing accounts of just how the 
people's government fosters. private 


monopoly. Tax loopholes, amortization 
provisions, the allocation of contracts, 
Surplus property policies all contribute 
to the trend. ‘The authors are harshest 
about the failure of the policy which 
began nearly a century ago, of public 

authorization of 

certain monopolies 


} subject to govern- 
mental regulation. 
They show convinc- 


ingly that “regula- 
tion,” by and large, 
does not protect 
the consumer, Once 
permitted to exist, 
the typical monop- 
oly grows in power. 
Economically, le- 
gally and political- 
ly its strength 
waxes, and soon 
the “regulatory 
agency” becomes 
its servant rather than its master 

Very briefly—too briefly — Profs. 
Adams and Gray dismiss the possible 
argument that, “monopolistic competi- 
tion” may be a strong basis for efficient 
production. Abruptly they announce 
that they are not concerned with the 
anti-trust laws; and here, surely, they 
are very sensible 

Their book makes abundantly clear, 
to anyone familiar with the history of 
the Sherman Acts, that anti-trust cru- 
saders trom Thurman Arnold to Stan- 
ley Barnes have fought an impossible, 
largely futile battle. For every time 
they attack a “combination in restraint 
of trade,’ Congress or.the executive 
hranch is taking action which increases 
the concentration of economic power, 
and the anti-trust prosecutions in no 
way stem the tide. 

The vigorous and persuasive authors 
of this book say this is a bad thing. 
Power corrupts; selfish economic power 
leads to selfishly used political power; 
thus free enterprise and, in the long 
run, democracy, itself are endangered. 
These are no bemused Hayeks, worry- 
ing about “The Road to Serfdom.” 
Their analysis is cogent and their shafts 
are well-aimed. 

Just what they propose we should do 
about the situation, however, is hard to 
figure out. Perhaps the first thing is to 
realize that the shackles on real free- 
dom of enterprise, for all, have been 
forged in America not by “creeping 
Socialism” but by lawful private monop- 
olies or quasi-monopolies, promoted by 
the Government itself. The implica- 
tion is that drastic changes in the di- 
rection of public policy are needed, 
now, THOMAS H. ELIOT. 


A Haul of Masterpieces 
ENGLISH ROMANTIC POETRY AND PROSE, edited 
by Russe!! Noyes. (Oxford, $7.50.) 

The romantic movement in English 
literature spanned about a century in 
time and yielded a haul of masterpieces 
comparable with the flowering of ro- 
mantic music in Germany. This king- 
sized anthology, prepared by a profes- 
sor of English at Indiana University, 
draws rewardingly and with good taste 
on these riches to make this one of the 
best surveys of the period now avail- 
able.

Parents and _ teachers 
can make fine use of si- 
lence in the rearing and 
guidance of children. Chil- 
dren are noisy. They are 
overactive, making many 
movements where one 
would be better and al- 
Awe Ways accompanying any 
ANGELO PATRI activity with a series of 
varied and, to the adults, annoying noise. They need to 
make noise, but as in all other reaching for growth, they 
everdo it until they tire themselves as well as those about 
them. 
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IT IS A VERY GOOD PLAN, then, to arrange for cer- 
tain periods of quiet when there shall be no noise. This 
calls for planning for the silence that soothes and restores 
the body and spirit is filled with peaceful thoughts. There 
ean be no life without thought and unless the healing 
thoughts fill the silence, it will not last long enough to 
matter. 

Music is a wonderful way to fill the silence of a quiet 
period in the home and the classroom. Let the children sit 
quietly and listen. Telling them a good story, one that fills 
them with quiet assurance, helps, too. Now and again in a 
busy classroom, have the work done in silence, as close to 
silence as possible. No talking by anybody, quiet movements 
and quiet atmosphere in the room, something that the 
teacher creates by filling his mind with thoughts of peace, 
stillness of the spirit, contentment that spreads itself 
throughout the room. 
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A QUIET PERIOD in the day, at least one each week, 
will prevent the nervous irritation that fatigue creates. 
Silence conserves energy. It lessens talk. There is alto- 
gether too much talking in most classrooms and usually it 
is done by the teacher who is tired and anxious. When any 
such feeling is present in the classroom, or in the home, it 
is time for the silent period, a brief time when nobody 
speaks and everybody says a prayer for a calm, strong spirit 
that will carry them peacefully through the day.

Editor Says, 'l Don't Know What the Colored Man Thinks'—Negro Tells Why He Wants Equal Rights 
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EDITOR TOM WARING, OF CHARLESTON, $.C., TALKS ABOUT 
DESEGREATION IN HIS SOFT SOUTHERN DRAWL.

The story of what is hap- 
pening to desegregation in the 
South is told here by a rated 
reporter and writer — Jim 
Bishop, author of “The Day 
Lincoln Was Shot.”

Outside, beyond the parking 
lot, he could see Negroes tear- 
ing down the unpainted clap- 
board slums.

He is a 
short, sandy-haired man. “But 
now the thought occurs to me 
that the Negroes who lived 
there must have moved some- 
where else and somewhere else 
the slums are going to be 
bigger.” 

He went back to his desk, as 
editor of the Charleston News 
and Courier, and he kept look- 
ing toward the window. He 
started to talk about desegre- 
gation in his soft Southern 
draw! ; 

“I don't know what the col- 
ored man thinks,” he saic 
crisply. ‘Does the Negro think 
that God is colored? I do not 
know. Maybe the Negro wants 
to be a white man. After al', 
he grows up learning that the 

white man has everything bet- 
tre than he has. So some main- 
tain that, deep down, he wants 
to be a white man.” 

Waring smiled and sighed. 
“The first step in civilizing is 
education. Perhaps. But I just 
can't see sending my children to 
a mixed school, They go to pri- 
vate schools. In Charleston, 
there are six school districts. 
In some, the Negroes are in 
such numbers that, in effect, 
we would be sending a handful 
of white children to a colored 
school.” 

That evening, I went to the 
slums. Many of the buildings 
are still up, still inhabited. The 
stairs are on a side porch and, 
at the top, Abraham P. Jones 
lives with his wife and three 
children. (Note: a fictitious 
name.) Jones is as dark as the 
shadow under a hearse. By day, 
he is a handy man and chauf- 
feur. He and his wife, Ruth, 
are thin and fortyish. Ruth 
works as a maid in several 
white homes—a day in each. 
She is a hand-wringer. She 
spends a lot of time praying. 
So does Abraham. 

There is a son, Isaiah J. He's 
14 and in the tenth grade of a 
Negro school. He has a pearly- 
toothed smile. There is a 
daughter, Laura, 12, who is in 
the seventh grade. A son, John, 
10 months old, sits on his moth- 
er’s lap and beams toothlessly 
at strangers. On the wall is a 
cheap tinted photograph of 
Abraham Junior, in uniform. 
He was killed. 

The building is old and dry 
and you can curl your fingers 
around the boards in the wall 
and pull them out.

Fix It Yourself

Flush Tank Troubles. 


UR minor home problem 
0 for today concerns our old 

friend the flush tank. It 
seems that it’s out of whack 
again and the trouble is that 
the tank never gets full because 
water keeps running from the 
tank into the bowl. 


Best way to start this repair 
job is to turn off the water 
to the tank. This is done by 


closing the nearest shut-off 
valve to the tank or by lifting 
the ball float inside the tank 
high enough to close the inlet 
valve. Tie the float up with a 
piece of string to hold the valve 
closed until you are finished 
with the repair job. 

At the bottom of the tank 
you'll find a hole and over this 
hole. is a rubber ball vaive. 
The idea is that this ball valve 
drops over the hole and pre- 
vents water from the _ tank 
flowing into the bow]. The rub- 
ber ball is connected to the 
handle on the side of the tank 
by means of brass rods. 


Sometimes the trouble is that 
the rods holding the ball valve 
are bent and when the valve 
drops down it misses the open- 
ing at the bottom of the tank. 
Bending the rods will usually 
get the ball valve into the 
proper position. Sometimes 
slime on the side of the ball 
valve is the cause and wiping 
it clean is all that is required. 
Another reason for a leak is 
a deposit of rust or dirt around 
the opening in the flush tank 
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and scraping this valve seat 
clean will do the trick. 

The rubber ball valves are 
made of rubber and won't last 
forever. When they become old

and fail to make a tight joint.

to do is to unscrew the valve 
from the brass rods and insert 
anew one.
